NEW BUSINESS BLOCK 


Architect H. D. Johnson has com- 
pleted the plans for the new block 
to be @rected at the corner of Jasper 
averue and First strest by MeDou- 
gall & Sesord, the contract for which 
has been tet to Messrs. McAllister and 
Pomerlean. 

The new block wili have a front ure 


of 75 feet on Jasper avenue and of 
100 fest on First sirect. The build- 
ing will be three storeys in height 
with a fall sized basement. The 
walls will be of brick, with stone 
piers, carved stone capitals, and 
moulded hases. The second and 


third floors will be carried on store 
pilasters with carved buses. The 
duildine will be heated throughout 
by steam and provided with modern 
systems of water supply and plumb- 
ing. 

The corner apartment on the 
ground floor will be eccupied by the 
Bank of Nova Scotia, the ceilings be- 
ing finished in cedar and the doors 
panelled in oak. 

The remainder of tho ground fleor 
will be occupied by Mcintosh and 
Campbell's furniture stere, they al- 
so having a large portion of the base- 
ment as a Storeroom and the rear of 
the second and third floors as show 
rooms. The second and third floors 
will be divided into offices. 

The main ergrance to the building 
will bein the centre of the Jasper 
avenue front, whence a stairway will 
lead to othe upper storeys. An cle- 
vator will be instalied in the rear of 
the building, leading from the basc- 
tment to the third floor. 

Work will begin on the new block 
as soon as materials are to hand and 
the werk will be pushed to comple- 
tien during the present season.

‘wheat belt, extending from the head of the Red River in Minnesota to the 
head of the Saskatchewan in thé Rocky Mountains, there 


great and striking climatic difference between the extreme south eastern 
part of the wheat belt in the Red River Valley and the extreme northwestern 
part comprised in the western portion of the Saskatchewan valley, is the 
chinook wind. The chinook is the local mame given to the west wind which 
blowing off the warm waters of the North Pacific carries a share of their 
ca warmth far inland, even over the mountain ranges of British Columbia. The 
; chinook differs from the west ‘wind that blows off the North Atlantic carry- 
ing warmth and moisture over Northern Europe, in that it has lost its 
moisture in passing over the mountain ranges intervening between the 
coast and the plains. The chinook is dry as well as warm, anc the warmer 
because it is dry. It carries its warmth much farther out on the plains 
than would ‘te possible if it held moisture. ‘The force of the chinook varies 
an various parts of the west, but its character of a mild, dry west wiad is 
fiways the same. In Scxthern Alberta where the land is very high, sloping 
easterly and northerly from the still higher plains of Montana ani Wyom- 
ing and where the intervening mountaMs are comparatively low, the west 
wind biows strongly in winter and in eummer. It clears the snow off in win- 
ter making an excellent range for cattle the year round, but {t= drying effect 
gn summer tends against success in grain growing. Further north when the 
drainage basin of the North Saskatchewan is reached, the elevation of the 
eountry is less and the intervening mountains are higher. Consequently 
the chinook is not so strongly felt as in the south. The Winter climate is 
amodified, not reversed as in the range country, and the summer rainfall is 
sufficient for all ithe purposes of agriculture. There is a park like growth 
of timber which shelters from the wind, so that the blizzards which blow s0 
fiercely over the great bare eastern piains are here unknown. The snow

Massacre in Borneo 


A massacre of unexampled ferocity 
ind barbarism in the supposedly semi-

These estimate the wantoniy killed in 


the affair at 12.. and tha wounded at 
upwards of 200. “he facts of the atro- 
ity Rave been taid before the British 
uthorities, and summary vengeance 
wilt be meted out. Particulars are thus 
summiarizei in ths late copies of a 
Singapore journa: brought in by Rev. 
C. x. Gordon. 

“On March $1, 10 
a band of 150 rebels from the inter- 
ior, armed with guns, parengs, spears 
and pfow-pipes, swept down upon the 
little colony at Kawang railway sta- 
tion, midway between Jesse.toa and 
Papar. The band divided into two par- 
ties, and one, numbering a hundred, re- 
mained concealed as a reserve on the 
top of the hiil, while the other fifty 
rushed down upon the _ settiement, 
butchered the inmates cf the Chinese 
shops, attacked the raliway station, 
smashed the telephone and killed the 
wife and chtld cf tho staiion maater, 
the latter saving his life by hiding in 
é#he bush. The band of murderers then 
turned thelr attent:cn to the coolies, 
most of them Chinese, killing and 
wounding savagely right and left. The 
English railway driver was the next 
victim, a speedy and terrible end com- 
ing to him ani his wife. Ths carnage 
then became general, males, females 
and {innocent babies being »utchered in 
the lust for blood. The houses end 
huts in the compoun? were set fire to 
next in the brutal career cf the sev- 
ages, and when nothing was left but 
Gead bodies, cruelly wounded people, 
ashes and desolation, the sanguinary 
wretckes went their way. The surviv- 
ors, one native fireman, the staiion- 
aster, with a few cf the wounded cooal- 
fes, ran down the Hns in the direction 
of Jesselton for their Eves.
